Many old St. Louisans of a 
quarter of a century ago will 
remember my father as be- 
ing quite a flutist and com- 
poser of considerable music 
for the flute, also quite a 
pianist, and his store, with 
its hard-coal baseburner 
heating system, was a favor- 
ite meeting place for musi- 
cians of those days and they 
would visit for hours at a 
time talking music. 

It was not an unusual oc- 
currence for these friends 
to bring their friends and 
acquaintances who were in- 
terested in the purchase of a 
piano and introduce them to 
my father, usually saying, 
‘‘This, my friend, is John A. 
Kieselhorst, who not only 
knows a good piano when he 
sees it, but will treat you 
right in a business way!’’ 

So the callers above men- 
tioned were not different 
from the usual sort except 
that I, being window washer 
and all ’round roustabout 
for the store at that time, 
noticed there was quite a 
discussion before any pianos 
were shown.

She afterwards studied in 
New York, then in Vienna,

lakes to the gulf.

Utah place, where he lives with his 
wife and parents, a former member | 
of K Company, 138th (St. Louis) In- | 
fantry, is home, having received his | 


honorable discharge at Jefferson 


Barracks Wednesday. He was gassed | 
on July 14 while with the 138th in| 
the Vosges Mountains. He was at-’* 


tached to the chief purchasing office | 
of the Service of Supplies of the A.) 


'E. F. at Paris for four months until | 


,he was sent home a month ago. 

Long before sunrise on the 14th a} 
heavy barrage of high explosive shell | 
Was started by the Germans, LeRoi 
said, with mustard and chlorine gas | 
‘being sent over the American lines

also. Twenty men of K Company | 
| were killed or wounded that morn- | 
‘ing, he said. LeRoi, then a private; 


| Private Walter J. Hatzfeld of 2323 
South Compton avenue, and two oth- 
er privates were sent back to the 
company headquarters, about 25. 
yards to the rear, seven hours after. 
the barrage started, to deliver a mes- 
| sage. Hatzfeld, on the way, suf- 
fered fatal injuries, LeRoi was gassed 
in an unlooked-for “pocket” of gas, | 
and the other two men were wound- | 
ed. | 
| Hatzfeld Killed in Battle. | 
|. Hatzfeld’s death was announced on | 
Aug. 19 after his family received a 
letter from Col. E. J. McMahon, at 
that time commander of the 138th, | 
_saying that Hatzfeld had died in the | 
front trenches, “bravely, as an Amer- 
lean soldier should.” This was con- 
| firmed by a letter from a comrade of 
| Hatzfeld, and LeRoi has supplied the 
| details of the casualty. 

“While I was in the battle zone, 
| there was oné plaec we cleaned up,” 
Le Roi said, “and that was the Al- 
satian town of Felleringe—with 
brooms.” He explained that his com- 
pany was billeted there and that san- 
itary conditions were not quite up to 
: standard. 


Sent as a Runner. 

On July 24 Le Roi, who was a/ 
runner, was sent to regimental head- | 
quarters, two kKilos back, to bring) 
up the relief. He led a part of H'! 
Company, 140th Infantry, up to his | 
comrades. It was not until K Com- 
pany was back in rest camp that it 
was found that Le Role was badly 
gassed. He was sent to a hospital, 
where two operations were per-. 
formed on his nose. | 
| As a runner, Le Roie enjoyed the 
privilege of moving about the 
trenches more than the other men, 
| and he was frequently able to visit | 
| the station of M Company, where his 
brother, William, was. William Le) 
| Roi is still overseas. He was wound- | 
ed Slightly by shrapnel in the left 
‘hand while in the Argonne. Both) 
|' boys enlisted in the Fifth Missouri | 
(Joffre) Regiment when it = 
formed here. Elmer Le Role was! 
employed as a salesman in the Le | 
| Roi-Eckfelt Co. before he enlisted.

'Will Also Go Elsewhere and Estab-| 
lish Hceadquartcrs in New York 
City. 

Thirty prominent Mexican citizens | 
_will visit St. Louts in about two | 

| weeks on their way to make a na-| 
'tion-wide tour to encourage closer |

‘and public administration. Perma- | 
nent headquarters will be estab- | 
lished in New York, with branches 
in St. Louis and other cities. 

Preliminary arrangements for the | 
visit of the mission are being made 
by Col. Edmundo E. Martinez, St. 
Louis Consul for Mexico, and Em- 
manuel Fernandez, Chancellor of the 
local consulate. They will be con- 
nected with the branch of the mis- 
sion to be established here, but there 
will be other Mexicans delegated to 
give their full time to the movement. 
A permanent exhibit of Mexican 
products and a bureau of informa- 
tion on trade opportunities with the 
Southern neighbor will be main- 
tained in connection with it. 

At the head of the mission is Gen. 
Salvador Alvarado, who, Consu! 
Martinez declares, is a stanch ad- 
mirer of the United States and in- 
tensely interested in the purposes 
of the mission. He was appointed 
by President Carranza. Members of 
the mission are manifesting especial 
interest in the visit to St. Louis be- 
cause of its great manufacturing 
plants and its ready accessibility to 
Mexico by way of the Mississippi and 
the gulf, Col. Martinez says.

125 Per Cent During.the War 
Period, While All Other Powers, 
With the Exception of Japan, 
howe Heavy Losses. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
WASHINGTON, March 22. 
HIPBUILDING facilities acquired during the 
S:: have made the United States the greatest 
potentiaf maritime power of the world, asserts 
Chairman BH. N. Hurley of the Shipping Board, 
and will enable it to outdistance all other na- 
tions in the race toward replacing a shortage of 
16,225,000 gross tons of shipping lost as the result 
of unrestricted German submarine warfare and of 
the failure of normal increase by new production. 

Hurley made this assertion today in a report of 
his trip to Europe, where for three months he 
was in close touch with the shipping interests 
of foreign nations. The report will be used in 
working out a policy of ownership and operation 
of the American merchant marine. 

Hurley estimated that in July, 1914, the seagoing 
steam bottoms of the world totalled 41,225,000 
gross.tons, which was reduced by war to 37,000,000 
gross tons, a net loss of 4,225,000 gross tons. In 
addition, he stated, there was a loss of 12,000,000 
gross tons which would have been constructed if 
war had not stopped the normal increase in pro- 
duction, making a total loss of 16,225,000 gross 
tons. 


| Allied Loss DuringWar 15,218,000 Tons | 


The allies and neutrals suffered a total loss by 
enemy action, marine risk and capture of 15,218,000 
gross tons, Mr. Hurley said, and gained by new 
construgtton and seizure of enemy ships 14,249,000 
gross tons, Mkving a net loss of 969,000 gross 
tons. The net loss to the Central Powers was 
even greater, since they lost 3,016,000 gross tons 
and gained only 740,000, a difference of 2,270,000 
gross tons. 

Only two countries, the United States and Japan, 
have a larger amount of tonnage now than when 
the war began. Japan showed a net gatmeef 25 
per cent, Mr. Hurley reported, while the United 
States jumped far in the lead with a net gain of 
125 per cent. 

“The United States forged ahead as rapidly as 
Germany fell behind,” said the report. “In August, 
1914, the United States’ seagoing merchant marine, 
600 gross tons and over, included 624 steamers 
of 1,758,465 gross tons, and 870 sailing vessels 
and schooner barges of 947,852 gross tons, making 
a grand total of 1494 seagoing merchant vessels 


\of 2,706,317 gross tons. 


“On Nov. 11, 1918, at the end of the war, the 
steamgoing merchant marine had increased to 
1366 vessels of 4,685,263 gross tons and the sailing 
vessels and schooner barges had decreased to 
747 vessels of 829,917 gross tons, making a grand 
total of 2113 seagoing merchant vessels of 5,515,- 
180 gross tons.

“Assuming a total export and import business 
in 1920 of 70,000,000 long tons,” he added, “it 
would require a fleet of about 7,500,000 gross tons 
to transport 60 per cent in our own ships.” 

One of the types of ships most desirable for 
the new merchant marine, according to Mr. Hur- 
ley, is a speedy, effective combination cargo end 
passenger liner of from 15,000 to 25,000 dead 
tons, which could be operated efficiently in the 
transportation of high-class merchandise, pas- 
sengers and mail.

MEN WENT HUNGRY 
WITH EXTRA RATIONS 


Got So Busy They Didn’t 
Think of Food Reserves— 
Trucks Always Close Be- 


hind. 


Sergeant-Major Robert D. Turner, ; 
who was the regimental supply Ser- 
geant in charge of the commissary 
of the 138th (St. Louis) Infantry in 
‘France, and who returned to St. | 
Louis Tuesday after having been 
mustered out of service at Camp 
Taylor, Louisville, Ky., said yester- | 
day that charges that the regiment | 
had insufficient rations were with- | 


out foundation. 


Sergt. Turner told the Post- Dis- | 
patch, in describing the efforts of | 
' the commissary to feed the regiment, | 
that it was only after the second day | 
of the Argonne Forest battle that | 


there could have been any cause 


complaint, and that even then7the 
men had their rations of hard/tack 
and corned beef, which was suff- 
cient to serve them for three days. 
Congestion of traffic and the condi- 
tion of the roads made it aitmost im- 
possible at that time to keep up with 


the regiment, he said. 


The work of the supply depart- 
ment, he said, began when the reg- 
iment reached the British sector at 
Eu in Northern France, where ra- 
tions were drawn from the British 
supply base at Woincourt. Here the 
regiment received articles of supply 
as numerous as those issued from 
the American base, and the only oo- 
jection the men made to the sup- 
plies was that they had to drink tea 


instead of coffee for a time. 
Drew White Bread. 


From Eu the 188th went to Dou- 
noux, in Alsace, where it .drew its 
first American rations, including 
white bread, which aroused great 


enthusiasm among the troops. 


With the regiment occupying th: | 
French trenches in the Vosges Moun- 
tains, the commissary branch was es- 
tablished at Kruth at the base of the 
mountains, and the base of supplies 


was at Corimont. 


Supplies were brought from “the, 
base each day in trucks. Division of 
supplies was made for, battalions 
or smaller units, then hauled in wagz- | 
ons for three kilometers to a cable’ 
station and sent up into the moun- 
where they were were divided 
into cormpany lots and sent by pack) 
mules or carrying parties to the | 
company. locations. This! 
work, it developed, was extremely 
dangerous, due to the fact that the’ 
Germans had the mule paths under} 
constant observation. 

After spending 30 days here, the 
regiment went into a rest area in 
Saulxures for two weeks. Here all| 
of the regiment, except the First 
Battalion, was quartered in an area's 
of one and one-half kilometers and | 
the problem of feeding was easy. 

Much of the white bread enelt | 
to the 138th, however, had  been'| 
| baked for some time, and had mold- 
The French, though, were 
/not averse to eating it, it being the'| 
first white bread they had had | 
years, and the company cooks trad- 
ed the molded bread for fresh vege- | 
tables and occasionally for milk and/|§ 
eggs, which was given to the sol- 
diers.

Used Electric Tramway. 


The regiment moved again on Aug 


12 to another point in the Vosges 
Mountains, having their supply base 
at La Collet. Here the battalion sup-

the German airplanes in great num- 
bers. One week here and the 138th 
moved into the Verdun sector where 
the Argonne-Meuse offensive started. | 

Here traffic was so congested that | 
it took the Supply Company wagon | 
train one week to cover the distance | 
from Champaignnuelles to Aubrey- 
ville. one and one-half kilometers 
where the supply base was estab-. 
lished. 

“There were no roofs om any of) 
the buildings in Aubreyyille.” Sergt. | 
Turner said. “and half the. walls) 
were gone. We established our base | 
in the railroad station. underneath | 
which was a small dugout, into which | 
we constantly were ducking. We | 
were subjected to intense shelling, 
due probably to the fact that an’ 
eight-inch coast artillery gun had 
been placed on cars not 10 feet from | 
the door of our commissary. There 
were five guns on this spur track 
within a radius of 150 yards, on both | 
sides. and in the rear, one-half kilo- | 
meter back, was a big 16-inch naval | 
gun. Three men were killed here. 
but they did not belong to the sup- 
ply company. On the night the big 
drive started a high explosive shell 
hit within 25 feet of our door, tore! 
up the track and embedded itself in 
the base of one of the big guns which | 
was to have been manned by a gun | 
crew five minutes later. 

Difficulty in Supply Service. 

“After the second day of the drive, 
the supply company was out »*f dan- 
ger, but it was then we encountered 
difficulty in supplying the regiment. 

“As the men went into action they | 
were each given hardtack and 
corned beef rations sufficient to last 
three days. The roads were utterly 
imparsable because of congested 
traffic and mud, and in addition they | 
were under constant observation. | 
Horses were killed and wagons torn | 
up, too, adding to our difficulties. 

“But even so, humorous things | 
happened. For instance, one dough- | 
boy went into action with his emer- 
gency rations in his pack. Foilowing 
the fight, after the First Division | 
had relieved the Thirty-fifth, he was| 
coming back to the rest area and | 
met his mess Sergeant. ‘Gee, but 
‘Give me some- 
thing to eat; I haven't eaten § (for 
three days.’ The mess Sergeant 
asked him what he had done with 
his emergency rations and learned 
that the doughboy still had them but 
had been too busy fighting to think | 
of them. Mees fe ES 

“As the men came back from the 
fight Capt. J. E. Weiss, commanding | 
the supply company, built a track of 
railroad rails over the trenches, built | 
fires in these trenches and barbecued | 
beef. which was served to the men in 
sandwiches. Every day during the 
drive immense beef !issues came in. 
It was impossible to save much of it 
and it spoiled. But there was only) 
one week that the regiment did not 
have an ounce of fresh beef. Then it 
was issued rations of corn beef, | 
corned beef hash, salmon and canned | 
roast beef.’’ 

Too Much of Some Things. 

Sergt. Turner declared that on the 
whole the work of supplying the 
regiment was well accomplished. 
There were times when thtre was ar 
supplies 
and other times when there was not 
enough of these same supplies. But 
it developed that the men received 
‘better rations while in the front 
lines than when they got back to 
the source of supply. 

Sergt. Turner left the regiment on 
| Oct. 17 in the Somedieux sector, he 


being sent to an officers’ training 


school at La Valbonne, where they | 
remained until the armistice was| Cheat Father Time.

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BULGARIAN CAUSED AMERICANS’ 
ARREST IN GREECE AS SPIES 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

SALONIKI, Feb. 25.—Premier 
Venizelos and Gen. Paraskevopoulos, 
commander in chief of the Greek 
army, have effered regrets and apol- 
ogies to George Horton, the Amer- 
ican Consul-General here, for’ the 
unwarranted arrest of Dr. John! 
Henry House of Ohio, superinten- 
dent of the American Missionary 
| Schocl; the Rev. William G. Cooper 
of Wlinois and the Rev. William 
Paine Clark, professors in the inati- 
tution. - ' 

The charges on which the arrests 
were made were entered by a Bulga- 
rian informer, and the arrests were 
by order of a subordinate military 
-official. As soon as the matter was 
taken to the attention of the author- 
fties bv Mr. Horton, the accused 
were released, and an investigation 
ordered by Gen. Paraskevopoulos 
proved the charges, which had been 
characterized by Horton as “ridicu- 
lous and fantastic,” to be absolutely 
| baseless. 

The Rev. Mr. Cooper was charged 
with transmitting information to the 
'Germans through Mrs. Cooper's sis- 
| ter, who was then resident in Swit- 
'zerland, and with obtaining employ- 
‘ment for a Rulgarian woman as cook 
|in an American consulate, in order 
‘that she might steal papers of im- 
iportance and take them to him at 
‘the school 
| The informant also declared that 
he had overheard Dr. House say he 
had positive information that Mace- 
‘donia was to be given to Bulgaria 
iwhen the peace treaty was signed 
When this information was given to 
ithe Greek authorities they ordered 
| the arrest of all persons with Bulga- 
rian affiliations.

A Unique Insect. 


“Different from other known in- | 
‘sects, many of which make several 


complete life cycles each year and a 
few of which require two, three or 
five years for a generation, this in- 


sect lives sufficiently deep-in the soil | 


to appear unaffected by shifts of 
heat, cold and flood, and is able to 
keep time with uncanny precision. 

“No doubt an examination of heat 
units recorded in the Weather Bu- 
reau offices in periods of 17 years 
would show that each 17-year brood 
gets its precise heat requirement in 
each 17-year period by practically 
the same date in the’ terminating 
year of each period. 

“With insects af short life cycle, 
variations of heat and moisture 
cause great variations in the length 
of the life stages. With this anoma- 
lous species, the appearance of the 
adults is accomplished in a few 
weeks, and those near the Gulf and 
those near the lakes issue within 
two weeks of each other.” 

May Not Visit St. Louis. 

According to- Satterthwait, St. 
Louis probably will escape the inva- 
sion. “The 17-year brood (there be- 
ing also a 13-year brood due in 1920) 
occurred in 1902 in the following 
counties,” he said, “and are due in 
the same counties this year: Boone, 
Camden, Cape Girardeau, Chariton, 
Clark, Crawford, Dade, Dent, Doug- 
las. Gasconade, Hickory, Howard, 
Howell, Iron, Jefferson, Knox, Linn, 
Maries, Morgan, Osage, Perry, Polk, 
Pulaski, Putnam, Randolph, Scott, 
Shanno, St. Francois, St. Genevieve, 
Taney, Washington and Webster. 

“Returning to the question, ‘what 
shall be done with the periodical ci- 
cada,’ let us refuse to be hysterical, 
superstitious or frightened, Sat- 
terthwait continued. “Avoid setting 
out an orchard of pruning trees or 
ornamentals for the fall and spring 
preceding the recurrence of the 
brood in your locality. While the 


‘cicadas are issuing destroy them by 


hand in the early morning and late 


evening. Beat down those that get 
opt of reach of the hand into inver- 


ted umbrellas or onto spread sheets 
and destroy them. Practically all 


‘may be gotten in this way before 


they reach the tree tops. 
How to Fight Pest. 
“Spraying with pyrethum powder | 
with kerosene emulsion, with a 2 per | 


cent solution of carbolic acid, or with | 


‘a 15 per cent of acetic acid, will re- | 
duce numbers, but is not as good as/| 


destroying them by hand. They are) 
harmless to the human being. The| 
despised English sparrow does vali- 
ant work in destroying the cicada 
and almost all birds help more or 
less.”’ 

Satterthwait pointed out that the 
cicada ‘s not to be confused with the 
real locust which migrates and feeds 
voraciously on plant life. The ci-| 
cada noes not migrate and does no! 
appreciable damage by feeding. |

What is considered by the Ameri- 
can Navy the most successful avia- 
tion operation resulted from _ the 
Killingholme project. This was an 
agreement by which England was to 
furnish 50 seaplanes and 50 lighters 
and the United States was to provide 
40 » weaplanes and 30 lighters. by 
March 1, 1918, for offensive work in 
Helgdéland Bight. The British were 
successfully doing similar work from 
their station at Felixstowe. Ap- 
proximately 1000 Americans were 
sent to Killingholme to train and as- 
sist the British while awaiting the 
arrival of the American planes. By 
July 1, six American planes were 
agssenrbled and the British turned 
ever the station to the Americans. It 
wae necessary to leave British planes, 
however. “owing to the faults of the 

first American machines.” It is re- 
porte’ that the American propellers 
were faulty, radiators leaked and 
that f% was July 20 before the first 
wholly American patrol was under- 
taken.

spectacle we saw vesterday. 

“Coming off post at noon, I passed 
up dinner and hiked down the canal, 
across the valley flats, on across the 
river bridge and then down the road 
toward the review grounds. 

Impressive Mass of Troops. 

“Ahead on the damp flat field was 
an impressive mass of khaki-clad 
figures, so dense that from less than 
a quarter of a mile the troops seemed 
to be in mass formation. 

“My first glimpse of ‘Black Jack’ 
Pershing and of the Prince of Wales, 
who sat at his side, came when the 
commanding honk of a staff car be- 
ind caused me to turn and I saw 
2. khaki-colored Locomobile limou- 
sine with the four white stars on a 
red metal square on the windshield. 
We foot soldiers stopped, came to at- 
tention and saluted as the car sped 
past. 

“Having seen Pershing’s 
hundreds of times, I was familiar 
with his square jaw, erect figure, stern 
eye and short-billed, high-crowned

Lester S. Parker, Superintendent of 
Industries at the penitentiary, ad- 


mitted to the House Investigating 
Committee today that only two of 
the nine factories at the peniten- 
tiary are being run according to law. 
Several of the others are being run 
on a system which differs from the 
old contract labor system abolished 


by law, only in the fact that the 
foremen who have charge of the 
work are employed by the State in- 
stead of by private contractors. 

His testimony showed that the 
State still buys raw material for the 
manufacture of clothing from D. M. 
Oberman, a competitor of the State, 
and sells him its finished product. 
The basis for which Oberman pays 
for the finished product is so much 
per “task,” plus interest, overhead ex- 
pense and material, which differs 
from his old contract for labor only 
in that he formerly paid for so many 
“men.”’ 

Arrangements With State. 
This arrangement by which W. H. 


Oberman sells raw product to the! 


State and buys the finished product 
at a “specified task’’ rate, was pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch during 
the first year of Gov. Gardner's ad- 
ministration. Following the publica- 
tion of the arrangement, Gov. Gard- 
ner called the members of the Prison 
Board to his office, and, after a con- 
ference with them, gave out a formal 
Statement, in which he announced 


that henceforth the State would buy | 
its raw material in the open market, | 


and sell its product in the same way. 

Parker’s testimony shows that the 
“announcement” was not followed by 
any actual change, except that a few 
other customers were given a very 
sinall part of the output of the fac- 
tory on the same terms as Oberman. 

Parker testified that Oberman gets 
from 68 to 89 per cent of the output 
of the clothing factory. Parker also 
admitted that, although the peniten- 
tiary charges the State Highway De- 
partment $1.50 per day for the labor 
of each convict on road work, the 
&mount earned by each convict in the 
factory on goods sold to Oberman 
ranges from 90 cents to $1.25 per 
day.

“task” is really more valuable than 
a day’s work for a certain number of 
convicts, because a task is a standard 
day’s work by a skilled and indus- 
trious workman.

C. C. Carson, who owned it, had bor- 
rowed the money to buy it from Car- 
son, ran it under State supervision 
for 12 months, made a net profit of 


$40,000, and then had to return it to} 


Carson because the State did not 
raise the money to pay $140,000 it 
owed Carson for plant and material.

Federal Money—Has 
Aid From U. S.

Eight hundred ten 
thousand dollars of Government aid 
has already been matched by ap- 
proved Federal projects. Almost a 
million dollars more will be taken 
care of by additional projects now 
pending approval, and there are 
more coming. Missouri has no pau- 
-per counties. We do not want or ex- 
pect something for nothing. 

Counties Not to Blame. 

“There is not a county in the State 
that is unable or unwilling to meet 
the requirements of the Hawes law. 
It is unfair and an injustice to so 
represent them.

In the exhibit was the complete 
costume of every great role which 
Mansfield had ever created, together 
with many personal properties con- 
nected with each production, even to 
prompt copy of many of the players, 
as well as copies of Mansfield’s own 
sketches and songs. 

First in the collection came the ac- 
tor’s costume in his first really great 
success, Baron Chevrial, in a Pari- 
sian ance. The fastidious gentle- 
men Hine period of the Three Mus- 
keteers was indicated in every detail 
of fabric, tailoring, elegance of hat, 
gloves, cane, shoes, and so on. By

‘Kirby of Houston, Tex., president of 
the National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association; Dr. Wilson Compton, 
Chicago, secretary-manager of the 
ame organization; R. M. Rickey, 
New Orleans, economist of the 
Southern Pine Association; G. L. 
Hume, Norfolk, Va.; North Caroline 
Pine Association; George W. Ward, 
Jacksonville, Fila., George-Florida 
Saw Mill Association, and M. W. 
Stark, Cincinnati, American Hard- 
wood Association. 

Little Reduction Prospect. 

It was evident from comments aft- 
er the meeting that the lumber men 
4id not hold out any prospect of ma- 
terial reductions in the prices or 
their products. Kirby declared pro- 
Guction costs had gone up out of 
proportion to the rise in price, and 
that the increase had continued even 
since the armistice was signed. 

In response to the request of the 
board that the lumbermen take the 
{nitiative in submitting a schedule of 
revised prices, it was pointed out that 
nobody present had authority to take 
euch action other than for his own 
piants, and that even if an agreement 
were reached at the conference, its 
effect would be local to those plants, 
end have no general effect. 

Members of the board said 
frankly that they recognized the dif- 
ficulties involved as peculiar to the 
trade. S. P. Bush, presiding chair- 
man in the absence of George N. 
Peek, pointed out that the Western 
fir producers were not represented, 
and that there was no basis availa- 
ble at the meeting on which to ef- 
fect adjustments between Southern 
Pine, Northern pine, hardwood and 
all the other varieties of lumber, 
each of which had its own produc- 
tion problems and no general spokes- 
man. 

Dubious on Pine Agreements. 

Some of the lumber men were du- 
bious as to the legality of any price 
agreements. Kirby bluntly said the 
essociations of which he was a mem- 
ber would “throw out” any man guil- 
ty of conspiring to fix prices. What 
the board members told the lumber 
men on this subject was not dis- 
closed, but it generally has been ac- 
cepted that the announcement of 
egreed steel prices and the holding 
of today's conferences, following con- 
Sultation between Peek and the Attor- 
ny-General, meant that no obstacles 
would be placed by the Department 
of Justice in the way of agreed 
price reductions designed to improve 
the general economic situation. 

A. C. Johnson of Dubuque, Iowa, 
representing some retail lumber deal- 
ers declared many buyers would 
begin construction as soon as 
there was announcement that 
there would be no reduc- 
tion in lumber. prices. He said 
a reduction of two dollars a thou- 
sand feet would mean a saving of 
only $30 in a house consuming 15,000 
feet of lumber. The material was 
said to be a smaller factor in wooden 
construction than in any other class 
of building. 

Announcement of steel prices re- 
visions elicited favorable comment 
today from officials of the Depart- 
ment of Labor and the American 
Federation of Labor, on the clause 
providing that “present wage rates 
or agreements will not be interfered 
“al by the reductions to the pub- 

C. 

Statement By Babson. 

Roger W. Babson, chief of the in- 
formation and education service, De- 
partment of Labor, declared it was 
useless for purchasers to expect low- 
er wages to bring down the price of 
stee!. 

"For that reason,” he said, “‘bu1!d- 
ers who use structural steel will 
serve no useful purpose for ther own 
interest and will hamper the re- 
storation of public confidence in 
Business, if they delay any longer 
putting under way steel construction 
that is now required. America is 
short almost every kind of construc- 
tion and builders have held off be- 
cause they hoped for lower wages 
and prices. The prices that have 
been fixed will continue in force for 
a long time, and no reduction in 
wages of any importance need be 
looked for.

Democracy Growing in Far 
East, Says Walter Williams 


Most Koreans 


Dicusses China and Japan, Declaring That 


do Not Want 


Independance. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., March 22.— 


Dean Walter Williams, who has been 
in the Orient since last October on a 
government mission, returned to his 
home here Wednesday night. 

“Ag I see it,”’ said Williams, “‘it 
is not the league of nations nor na- 
tional jealousy that has caused the 
trouble in the Orient. It is the labor- 
ing man trying to pull himself out of 
a blind alley. 

“I was impressed with the growth 
of democracy in China and Japan. 
One finds it cropping out eévery- 
where. For example, I call your at- 
tention to the present prime minister 
of Japan, Mr. Hara. He is the first 


prime minister of Nippon ever chos- 
en from the commoners. He is a 
real statesman and a brilliant diplo- 
mat. His predecessors have all come 
from the royalists. 

“There is a - very considerable 
movement on foot in Japan for uni- 
versal manhood suffrage,’ said Wil- 
liaams. ‘‘Until reecntly only persons 
who paid a certain amount of taxes 
to the empire were permitted to vote, 
but the drift toward general suf- 
frage for men has been so strong that 
the government has been forced to 
bring a bill into the Diet that cuts 
the property qualifications in half, 
that is to say, from $10 to $5 per 
year. This movement will undoubt- 
edly be adopted while the movement 
for full suffrage goes on. 


The Korean Situation. 

Dean Wiliams spent some time in 
Korea, and while there he made so- 
licitious inquiry about the attitude 
of the people of Korea toward Ja- 
pan. He declares he found that a 
majority of the people of Keora do 
not want independence. 

“Korea was a semi-independent 
country when Japan annexed it prac- 
tically over night for no real ethi- 
cal reason for doing so. Korea pro- 
tested with no avail. Japan hada 
good moral excuse for the annexation 
but not a single legal! reason had she. 
Japan had to have Korea for strate- 
gic reasons. When Japan took over 
Korea the little province was in 
the very dregs of civilization; it 
was filthy, prideless and a deca- 
dent nation. The Koreans were stud- 
ents of ancient literature; they knew 
little or nothing of progress. Why 
in Korea everyone wears a white 
robe; it resembles a land of ghosts. 
“It is not generally known,” Wil- 
liams declared,’’ but Korea was the 
only country in the world with which 
the United States ever made an of- 
fensive-defensive treaty, so when 
Japan seized the province Korea ap- 
pealed to the United States during 
the administration of President 
Roosevel, who refused to interefere 
and recognized the sovereignty of 
Japan, which sent officers to Korea 
and did what the United States did 
for the Philipine Islands... Japan 
built roads, schools, cleaned up the 
country and transformed it into a 
wholesome place in which to live. 
The difference between Japan and 
the United States being that the 


independence while Japan cleaned 


Japan. 

“The older generation did not pro- 
test much but the younger genera- 
tion believes that Korea should be 
free and independent. 

“The newspaper reports which 
come from Korea are greatly ex- 
aggerated,” Williams declares. ‘“They 
have their political fights just as we 
have them in this country; these 
are representative of the _ typical 
Korean are merely political fights. 
I happened to be in Korea when a 
lot of this agitation was deliberate- 
ly planned—but it was planned by 
people in China and not by those of 
Korea-——for the purpose of creating 
a back fire at Japan. 

Chinese View of Situation. 

“The Chinese declared—and they 
are the best diplomats in the world 
'—that Japan is trying to increase 
her economic and political hold in, 
Chiha, but if Japan attempts to keep 
Korea straight she will have her 
hands full, and little time to pay 
attention to China. 

“American missionaries,’ said Wil- 
liams, “‘believe with the Koreans but 
they are in a Japanese province and 
cannot express themselves _§ freely. 
The result cannot be more than to

The Chinese signed the agreement, 
though they protested, because the 
agreement contained a_ provision 
which was to place the railroads 
under the supervision of a board of 
control for a certain term, and then 
arbitration was to determine to who 
the roads belonged.

This ur- 
avoidably results in trouble, and 
misunderstanding. 


Dealing With Bandits. 


“Speaking of the railroads, I want 
to tell you that I heard so much 
about a certain railroad that I trav- 
eled on it to learn if reports were 
not exaggerated. I found they were 
not. The Governors in China rule 
their own provinces, lay the taxes 
and send their collectors out to get 
the money—and they get it, too. In 
this certain province in which this 
certain railroad was located, I heard 
much about railroad bandits, and 
that the Governor had issued orders 
that the bandits must be captured, 
their heads cut off, and hung on the 
telegraph poles along the line of the 
railroad. This was not only to do 
away with the bandits, but the heads 
hanging from the poles were to in- 
sure, patrons of the road that travel 
was safe. I rode on this road for a 
distance and counted 87 heads. The 
eyles were prortuding and glaring;

ND now it is proposed that we shall forget 
all this and start out on a new calen- 
dar basis; that is, if a bill that is to be 
introduced in Congress at the request 
of the American Equal Month Calendar 
Association of Minneapolis, Minn., is 
enacted into law. 

That this ofganization is very much in earnest in its 
assault on the Gregorian gystem is evidenced ty its 
nation-wide propaganda now under way. It may not 
succeed in its reform crusade, but its failure at the 
start will not deter future effort. In its formally an- 
nounced campaign it declares it will keep offering this 
measure to the solons at Washingion until they do 
drive from our minds what our teachers so age ncaek 
ingly implanted there in bygone years. 

They point to the fact that legislation was enacted 
to effect time-saving, even though it was necessary 
to defy the established relationship existing between 
the earth and the sun: hence, why not goa bit further 
by making it a 13-month year and for the sake of con- 
venience, have every month alike—that is, let them all 
start on Monday and end on Sunday? With this sys- 
tem of calendar building there will be no necessity of 
looking ahead to find out when Christmas or the 
Fourth of July will come. They will always come on 
Thursday and certain other sliding events will also 
be definitely placed once and for all—that is, if the 
rest of the country will accept the Minneapolis reform. 

While the proposed project will be regarded as

Pope Gregory devised the system then known as the 
“new style.” The Gregorian system set the calendar 
ahead 10 days. Of course, there was objection in some 
quarters to the acceptance of his plan of standardiza- 
tion. This is apparent from the fact that the British 
Purliament did not give its approval until 1752. This 
action occasioned riots in some quarters, as *propa- 
gandists abroad in those days had the people believing 
that the arbitrary advance of 10 days meant that their 
lives would be shortened to that extent. But the 
ridiculousness. of this fear finally dawned on the dis- 
senters and they adopted the new order in most places. 
Parts of Europe, notably Russia, still reckon by both 
the Julian, or “old,” and the Gregorian, or “new” sys- 
tems. The orthodox Greek Church sets its feast days 
on the old plan. Thus its Christmas always comes 
after our New Years 

The pioneers of the newest thing in time measure- 
memt promise that there will be no riots if their sys- 
tem is adopted, as they have in the development of the 
system considered it from all points of view. Re- 
ligious days, secular holidays, bank holidays, bank 
interest rules and practices have all been given deep 
study in the working out of the new month, as well

as the disposition Of the extra day that comes every 
year, and the additional extra day that occurs in every 
fourth year. They do not propose to arbitrarily wipe 
any day out of the reckoning, even though the system 
does a lot of shifting and rearrangement. 

The plan of 13 months of 28 days each, provides, it 
is true for only 364 days, and to get around this they 
have decreed that New Year's day shall not be placed 
in any month, but given a place of honor and distinc- 
tion unto itself. it will be calendarically placed as 
“New Year day” and as it is a legal holiday, anyhow, 
it will not make very much difference. The schedule 
puts it between the last day of December and the first 
day of January. 

Leap year, that blind beacon of hope for maidens 

of mature vears and settled convictions, is not to be 
treated as a scrap of paper by these calendar makers.

HE KIEL CANAL 


Locks are used principally to neutra- 
lize the tides. When the rebuilding was 
completed, doubling the bottom width 
and increasing the canal’s depth by six 
feet, new locks gave a length of 1082 feet 
longer than those of the Panama Canal. 
But intermediate gates were provided to 
afford chambers of about a third that 
length. Passage through the canal takes 
a steamer eight or nine hours. Its entire 
length is electric lighted. 

After eight years’ work and the ex- 
penditure of $39,000,000, the canal was 
first opened in 1895. Its reconstruction, 
begun in 1907, cost $55,000,000 more. 

The added width and depth permitted 
the biggest of the Kaiser's warships to 
pass through °

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ERE is a first-person story of the celebrated 

Strike of war prisoners at the United States 

Disciplinary Barracks, Fort. Leavenicorth. 

Kan., by one of the participants in that amaz- 
ing event of military and penal history. He is Maurice 
Becker, a well-known artist of New York, a conscien 
tious objector, who was sentenced to a term of 2» 
years for evading the draft, and has now been par 
doned. 

In the first draft, Becker, then living in Delaware 
claimed exemption on the ground that he was conscien 
tiously opposed to all war. But he belonged to no rev- 
ognized organization that forbids its members to fight. 
and his claim was disallowed. He fled to Merico and 
remained several months. 

There he read of a ruling of the War Department 
conscientious objectors to enter noncom- 
batant service. He im mediately returned to this coun- 
try. with the intention of reporting to his draft board. 
He was arrested as a deserter as soon as he crossed 
the border, tried by courtmartial and sentenced to 25 
years at hard labor. He served six months before he 
aas released. He holds that he was imprisoned un- 
justly and pardoned unjustly. “I was pardoned simply 
I had influential friends,” he declares. 

An account of the strike, which failed to develop into 
a tremendous tragedy only through the sympathetic 
poliry of the regular army commandant, Col. Sedgwick 
Rice. was reprinted in the Post-Dispatch on Feb. 23 
from the Survey. It was written by Winthrop. D. Lane, 
a newspaper man, who was on duty at the prison. Beck 
er's story is that of an insider; he reveals the inter- 
esting fact that the spokesman for the strikers, hith- 
erto unnamed, was W. Oral James, a protege of Roge: 
N. Baldwin, former secretary of the Civic League in St. 
Louis. Baldwin was sentenced to a year in prison last 
October on his plea of guilty to evading the draft.

ID you ever kick a cat? When a man 
kicks a cat he doesn’t do it because he 
has any grudge against cats. It is alto- 
gether probable that the cat hasn't in 
jured him in the least; but something 
has injured him—injured him to a point 
where he can’t help kicking—and the cat 
happens to be handy. 

That's the way it was with these prisoners iv Leav- 
eyworth. They had been injured. They weren't phil- 
osophers, they were just ordinary boys from American 
factories and farms, and they couldn't be expected to 
analyze the cause of their injury. Qut being injured, 
they couldn't help kic king; and in most cases the ‘ian- 
diest thing in sight to kick was another prisoner.

War was a new game to these fellows. Military or 
ganization was something totally foreign to their ex- 
perience. They had been in the habit of taking a cer- 
tain amount of dictation from their bosses: but be- 
yond a certain point their hitherto unfettered egotism 
would not let them go. Each was habituated to the 
thought that he was a freegAmerican citizen. Each was 
patriotic. Each was willing at any moment to lay 
down his life for his country. But all could not see 
the connection between patriotic sacrifice and button- 
ing up one’s coat at the snapped-out order of some kid 
they used to go to school with. Naturally, if not 
logically, they ran amuck in’ one way or another; and 
without any consciousness of having been disloyal 
to their country, they found themselves herded in 
Leavenworth, with prospects of remaining there until 
they were broken-down old men. 

Such a situation is irritating, under the best of 
prison conditions. But conditions were not-the best. 
The disciplinary barracks were overcrowded. ‘ihe 
food was not food in the estimation of the men who 
bad to eat it. The officers knew that the conditions 
were bad, and were doing al! in their power to correct 
them. But the men did not know this. All they knew 
was that they were being punished. They were irri- 
tated, sullen, hurt. 

And there weren't any cats present. No one could 
help kicking, however, and something had to be 
kicked. It turned out to be the negro prisoners. 
People may think this was because of inherent race 
prejudice among the whites. I don’t think so. I think 
it was because, in such a situation, a man with a black 
face was distinctive. There was no logic or justice in 
singling him out for attack, any more than there is 
logic and justice in the kicking of a cat; but aiimost 
everybody was in a kicking mood and the colored 
brother happened to be handy. 

Several blacks were beaten up and several whites 
were sent down in the “hole’’ to undergo the tortures 
of solitary confinement. Efforts were made to segre- 
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gate the negroes, but it was found impo:zsible, for 
reasons we never understood. This abnormal situa- 
tion, superficially called race hatred, was almost at its 
height when I was transferred to Leavenworth. 

There were about 400 conscientious objectors in the 
barracks. Those | occasionally talked tu were in favor 
o: segregation of the races, but some of us saw a little 
danger to ourselves in the arrangement. It would pro- 
tect the blacks, who certainly needed protection, but 
it would not do away with the conditions which had 
led to their persecution. Only a few day3, we figwed 
it. and the next most distinctive group of prisoners 
would come in for similar treatment. And the next 
most distinctive group were the conscientious ojec- 
tors. The Kansas City papers had done their wurst 
to excite prejudice against us, and the propaganda, we 
felt, must have some effect. We weren't assaulted 
We weren't treated with noticeable dislike by our fel- 
low prisoners. That is, not yet. But how soon we 
might become the goats—or the cats, rather—we didnt 
know. 

Fortunately for us, the next object of abuse was not 
human at all. It was the most precious thing in the 
prison+the prison bread. Not that it was good bread, 
for it wasn't. But it could be eaten, and that is more 
than could be said for the rest of the food. 

The day before Christmas 1500 of us were in the 
mess hall together and there wasn’t enough bread to 
go round. ‘‘We want more bread,” yelled someone; 
and the cry was taken up. The bread not appearing, 
the prisoners began to throw what bread they did 
have about the room. | admit that this also wasn't 
logical; but it was psychological. An officer came in 
and ordered quiet. He was met by a volley of bread. 
The Major was sent for. He was the smallest man 
physically but the biggest in a military sense who 
could be summoned at the time. The little fellow had 
a sense of humor. He strutted up and down through 
this comic opera bread riot--and laughed. Needless 
to say, he didn’t restore order, but he did relieve the 
tension to some extent. 

The next day, Christmas, we went to church. The 
prison chaplain made special reference to the mag- 
nanimity of the War Department, which he said had 
selected men to run these barracks, not for their se- 
verity, but for their humanity. Probably he was right, 
but the congregation did not say “Amen’' It said 
“Boo!” ; 

There were two or three similar outbreaks, but the 
bie strike did not come until the last of January. 
The first gang, composed mostly of pick-and-shovel 
men, was the one to start the trouble. No one could 
find out how it started or who the “agitators” were. 
I don't believe the prisoners themselves knew. But 
from somewhere the suggestion came: “Let's not 
work,” and the psychic conditions were perfect for 
suggestion.

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RAVELY I started out to run down the 
rumor that Paris had ordained a new sil- 
houette. For several years past’ the 
straight, slim silhouette had held its own, 
and because it was so comfortable and 
generally becoming, fashion arbiters 
feared that women had at last freed them- 
selves from Fashion's despotism. But if Paris showed 
a new silhouette, one with tight bodice and full skirt, 
would it be generally accepted? And just what was

* rumors only? 

During a period of several weeks I have consulted 
with the editors of our leading fashion magazines, who 
are supposed to have the latest word concerning the 
coming mode; with buyers in Fifth avenue shops and 
the larger department stores: with our American de- 
signers and manufacturers; and others “in the know.” 
And though I have seen many interesting new models 
and have learned of many charming new details which 
{ shall spread for your delectation, the new Paris sil- 
houette is still only a vague rumor. 

It may be coming—a modification of the Directoire 
and Louis XVI periods with all the frills and furbe- 
lows so dearly beloved of those times—but at present 
our shops, though lavish in their displays of elaborate 
and fascinating adornment which will help our wom- 
eu add to the enthusiastic welcoming of their vic- 
tory-crowned warriors, retain the straight silhouette 
in their suits and gowns, and the long, loose, flowing 
lines in coats and wraps. 

Corsets, of course, form the foundation of any sil- 
houettet and when one sees the new corsets, which 
are soft and supple, it is at once clear that the mode of 
1919 is to be straight,slong and simple. I have heard 
that some daring manufacturers were offering high- 
busted corsets with distinctly marked waist lines, but 
the leading women authorities in the field say that 
women will never go back to those uncomfortable 
models, and that so long as we have the straight- hip- 
hiding corset, we shall have the “lead-pencil” sil- 
houette.

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Baldwin. He refused to explain the phenomenon 
of such a strike by any petty grievance. These 
men wanted liberty, he said. They wanted life. 
They wanted to be men. For the most part 
they had not committed any conscious wrong: or- 
if they had, it was nothing which could be associated 
in their ethical concepts with 15, 20 or 25 years of ig- 
nominious punishment. They could not express their 
grievances, because they could not talk them over 
He could speak, he said, for no one but himself: but 
it was his idea that this “peaceful demonstration” 
would continue, since the war had been over for three 
full months, until Washington took some positive 
action toward the release of all the prisoners. Twenty- 
three hundred hitherto voiceless men cheered luetily. 

The Forty-ninth Infantry was waiting under arms 
for orders from Col. Rice But the order that they 
might have received, according to al! military tradi- 
tion, never came. Once again, Col. Rice ordered 
the prisoners back to their wings. 

As soon as the men returned to confinement, they 
held elections. Don't ask how it was done, for I!

communicate with each other only through iron bars, 
and not even then when the guards were on their dob, 


is a notable achievement in democracy But it was 


accomplished, and before nightfall each of the wings 


had elected a Grievance Committee.

WENTY-FIVE years ago a 
composer now forgotten, 
named Morelli, determined to 
produce at Naples an opera he 
had written, also forgotten to- 
day, called “L’'Amico Fran- 
cesco.”’

pelled to hire a theater and engage a cast 
out of his own pocket. Necessarily, he prac- 
ticed economy. For the leading tenor he 
engaged a young vocal student in the city 
and paid him $10 for four performances, The 
navice made good—so much so that another 
theater offered him a steady engagement at 
$2 a night, which he accepted joyously. 

The young tenor was named Enrico Ca- 
ruso, and the date was March 22, 1894. Last 
night the music lovers of New York assem- 
bled at the Metropolitan Opera House in cele- 


and explained that he had been told that 


bration of the silver anniversary of Caruso’s 


he would have to sing Edgardo that night. 
Why was I not singing it? If he sang it 
he would make a terrible fiascos He was 
desperate and begged me on his knees to 
sing. I explained that I was only too willing 
to sing, and that | didn’t understand. But 
later in the day I did. The impresario’s sec- 
retary met me in the street and handed me 
a letter. It was from the Municipal Council. 
I was ‘protested.’ I was penniless and my 
career was ended. I was truly in despair. 
But how should I get back to Naples? I! 
hadn't enough money to take the train or the 
regular steamer, so I searched the docks. At 
length I found a sailing vessel which was 
leaving and which agreed to take me for 
50 lire. But as it was against the law to take 
passengers on a sailing vessel, the boat would 
have to leave at night. This was what 
saved me.- 

“At 9 o'clock that night I was sitting down 
to dinner in the cabin, when I heard someone 
shouting my name on the quay above. I ran 
up on deck and met the impresario’s secre- 
tary, amifrom him | heard some extraordi- 
nary news. The new tenor had, as he feared, 
made a disastrous appearance, the audience 
was in revolt and was yelling madly for the 
‘Fox delia Scottia.” | was tumbled into a 
cab, to the theater and onto the stage. By 
the time I arrived | had grown immensely 
popular. I was a triumph. 


“But my troubles were not yet ended. The 
impresario had already sent for another 
tenor, one Udo, to whom he paid in ad- 
vance 750 lire. Udo arrived, appeared two 
nights later and was met by an audience 
velling for the ‘Fox delia Scottia!’ Again I 
was summoned and again | was a triumph. 
To this day Trepano remembers me as the 
‘Fox of Scotland.” I don’t really know 
whether it was my voice or my drunkeness 
which appealed to them. Sicilian audiences 


debut on the operatic stage. They paid 
homage to him as the greatest singer of the 
day, one whose name will stand among the 
shining names of Jenny Lind, Grisi. Patti. 
Mario and De Reszke. 

The tenor celebrated his forty-sixth birthday on Feb. 
25 last, and is in the heydey of his powers and fame. 
He now receives more thousands of dollars a night to 
sing than he did single dollars at the beginning of his 
Career. He has earned great wealth and celebrity, but 
he still enjoys talking about the times when the re- 
nowned Carus’ that was to be was still undreamed of. 
and when he was often up against poverty and ill- 
luck. 

As his anniversary approached he was led to tell 
about his early experiences on the stage, and con- 
fessed a story on himself which appears to be a new 
one. After “L’Amico Francesco” he accepted the offer 
of $2 a night, but the engagement was shortlived. 
It endured long enough for him to try his voice in 
Faust,” “Cavalleria Rusticana’ and a new opera 
colled “Camoens.”’ Then the venture collapsed and 
Caruso returned to Naples with 12 cents in his pocket. 

it seemed, however, that the managers in Naples 
bad heard of him, for he was engaged for the autumn 
season at the Teatro Bellini, where he sang his reper- 
tory with more or less success. . Then came an en- 
gagement at the Municipal Theater in Trepano, Sicily, 
attended by the ludicrous mischances which Caruso 
himself tells in his own words: 

‘My moderate success at the Bellini havimg become 
known, [ accepted an engagement as the lyric tenor 
ai the opera in Trepano. I was poor, but young, strong 
and hopeful. On my arrival at Trepano I engaged a 
room with meals included at 5 lire ($1) a day. The 
chief baritone of the company, however, invited me to 
his house, saying that he could give me board and an 
excellent room for only 3 lire (60 cents). In an evil 
mcement I accepted, changed my lodgings and my luck. 
At first things went smoothly, the rehearsals of ‘Lucia.’ 
in which I was to make my debut, were soon in full 
swing, and everyone was satisfied. Then came the day 
o* the dress rehearsal, and my trouble began. 

‘A dress rehearsal in the small Italian cities is ex- 
actly iike a performance, except that the audience is 
invited, and a singer must do his best or he will 
find himself ‘protested’ by the municipal board which 
controls the theater. If a singer is ‘protested’ it 
means that his engagement is ended. I! was, however, 
unafraid. I knew my voice and I knew what I could do 
—only | did not count upon the wine of Trepano. 

‘| was never a drinker, though, like every Neapoli- 
tan. | always had my glass at dinner. The wine of 
Naples is, however, light, and though I did not know 
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Enrico Caruso and bride, formerly Miss Dorothy Park Ben- 
jamin, leaving St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New York, after being 
married second time, according to rites of Catholic Church. 


it the wine of Trepano heavy. With my host, the 
baritone, | sat down to dinner, and on the table were 
two bottles of wine, one red and one white. I chose 
the white, and of it’ I drank two large tumblers, as | 
would of the wine of my native city. Then I attempt- 
ed to rise and found that I could hardly stand. My 
host realized the situation, and thinking that the air 
would do me good, he led me onto the quay. But the 
salt air only made me worse and I stumbled from 
one side to the other in truly glorious fashion. Sud- 
denly a man passed us—it was our impresario. 

My host now lost his head completely... My impresa- 
rio had seen me drunk and he would blame my host 
for it. | was dragged into a cafe and then my host 
insisted on pouring down my throat a stiff glass of 
hot grog. He had gone crazy with fear and had taken 
this method of sobering me up. The result was, of 
course, that | became dead to the world and had to 
be carried home and put to bed. This was at 2 o'clock 
—the dress rehearsal was at 8. Meanwhile I slum- 
bered on. Eight o'clock arrived and the public with it, 
but | arrived not. Eight-fifteen, 8:30—still no Caruso. 
Despair, tears, the impresario making explanations, the 
baritone questioned, confessing. Five minutes later 
|! was pulled out of bed, dressed and hurried to the 
theater—but, alas, the wine was still with me. 

“The performance nearly an hour late, the audi- 
ence angry, | was hustled onto the stage. I knew my 
music, but I could not pronounce my _ words 
Suddenly I came to the words, ‘Sorti della Scot- 
tia,” and what I sang was ‘Volpe della Scottia:’ in- 
stead of singing ‘Coming from Scotland, | sang ‘Fox 
of Scotland.” Then pandemonium broke. ‘He's drunk, 
this fox of Scotland!’ roared the audience. I stumbled 
off the stage. The impresario tried to explain that 
‘Signor Caruso was suffering from a sea voyage.’ 
(Yells of derision.) I went home and to bed, and the 
aress rehearsal continued without a tenor. The news- 
papers the next morning referred to my indisposition, 
and remarked sarcastically that ‘it is to be hoped that 
Signor Caruso will take no more sea voyages.’ 

‘At the first performance | was sober, but the audi- 
ence had not forgotten. On my entrance | was greeted 
with yells of ‘Fox della Scottia!" Then there were 
counter yells of encouragement. It battled through 
the tumult, but couldn't finish the last act. My nerve 
was gone. , 

“IT was awa'ened early the next morning by a pound- 
ing on my door. I opened it. It was the dramatic

new opera house in Palermo, and went from 
there to all the Italian opera houses, to Rus- 
sia, to England and finally to America.” 

Caruso began his lucrative American career 
at the Metropolitan Opera Hote, Nov. 23, 1903, and 
has since been that institution's “‘one best bet,” hoth 
artistically and financially.

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fied order, find herself celebrating in February. If 
she began her existence on March 16, she would have 
no more birthdays in that month, as the plan places 
Liberty between February and March. She would find 
herself playing hostess in the month of Liberty. Even 
St. Patrick's day, always celebrated on March 17, would 
occur in the month of Liberty, which might mean 
something, in v4dew of the present activity looking in 
that same general direction. 

The boy or girl unfortunate enough to have a birth- 
day on Feb. 29 would find increased difficulty under 
th?s so-called ‘“‘easy’’ system. The new school of cal- 
endar makers propose to take care of this extra day, 
which occurs. “one year in four” by labeling it “Cor- 
rection day,’ and slipping it in between the last day 
of September and the first of October: and that, of 
course, would be a very long time to wait for a 
celebration. The celebration, it is quite reasonable to 
expect, would be held some time in Liberty. The per- 
scr born on Jan. 1 might with good reason claim the 
right to have two birthdays as these up-to-the-minute 
time iconoclasts propose to place the first day of the 
vear, so to speak, in “No Man's Land,” since they 
give it no date other than “New Year Day’’ and start off 
the very next day as the official Jan. 1. Another im- 
portant change would come with the day set apart 
by the highest law of the land for the inauguration 
of the President. That has been fixed for March 4, 
and time’s whirligig, as it would be upset by the new 
order, might throw it into the month of Liberty. As 
this would sound pleasantly to the ear, there would 
probably be no heavy protest from the constitutional 
authorities .against making the Constitution follow 
the new calendar, since it must follow the flag.
